S. R. O. No. 1175/2010. —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 2 of the Kerala Public Services Act, 1968 (19 of 
1968) , the Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules to amend 
the Kerala Judicial Ministerial Services Rules, 1994 issued under 
GO. (P) No. 11/2006/Home dated the 21st January, 2006 and published as 
S.R.O. No. 165/2006 in the Kerala Gazette No. 8, Part I Section iv, dated the 
21st February, 2006, namely:— 


RULES 

(1) Short title and commencement. —(1) These Rules may be called 
the Kerala Judicial Ministerial Service (Amendment) Rules, 2010. 

(2) The Rules relating to categories 3 and 5 shall be deemed to 
have come into force on the 16th day of September, 1985, the rules relating to 
category I shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of July, 
1988 and remaining shall be deemed to have come into force on the 21st 
February, 2006. 

(2) Amendment of the Rules. —In the Kerala Judicial Ministerial 
Service Rules, 1994,— 

(i) in sub-rule (1), of rule 1, for the Short title “the Kerala 
Judicial Ministerial Service Rules, 1994” the Short title “the Kerala Judicial 
Ministerial Service Rules, 2006” shall be substituted; 
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(ii) for the words “Head Clerks of District Courts”, wherever 
they occur the words “Senior Superintendents of District Courts, Additional 
District Courts and Special Courts” shall be substituted; 

(3) In rule 4,— 

(i) in the opening sentence, the brackets and the letter “(a)” 
appearing before the words “Appointment to the various categories” shall be 
omitted; 


(ii) in the Table,— 

(a) against Category 1 in column (1), in items (i), (ii) and 
(iii) in column (2), in each item, after the existing 
entries the words “on the basis of the combined seniority 
of these categories/posts” shall be added; 

(b) against Category 2 in column (1), in column (2),— 

(i) in item (i), after the words “Junior 
Superintendents, Civil Wing” the words “including 
Head Clerks of Motor Accidents Claims Tribunals” 
shall be inserted; 

(ii) in items (i), (ii) and (iii), in each item, after the 
existing entries the words “on the basis of the 
combined seniority of these categories/posts” shall 
be added; 

(iii) in items (iii), after the words “Deputy Nazirs” the 
words “in the Civil Wing” shall be inserted; 

(4) In the Note under clause (b) of rule 5, for the figures and 
symbols “1-1-1957” the words, figures and symbol “1st November 1957” shall 
be substituted; 

(5) for the Table under rule 8 the following Table shall be substituted,
